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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 11-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Noble 
(US 4,907,860). 

Claim 11: 

The claimed "wearing a pair of eyeglasses that cover both a right eye and a left 
eye of a viewer of said two-dimensional moving picture frames, wherein each of said 
pair of eyeglasses can be clear or activated to partly block light reaching the eye of the 
viewer" is disclosed, see Fig. 1, the ABSTRACT lines 1-8, col. 3 lines 31-34; 

the claimed "and activating one or the other said pair of eyeglasses partly block 
light reaching one or the other of the eyes of the viewer, wherein said activation is 
synchronized with movement of objects of said two-dimensional moving picture frames" 
is disclosed, see Fig. 1, col. 6 lines 19-25, col. 5 lines 8-20. 
Claim 12 is disclosed, see col. 2 lines 18-31. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
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The Applicant argues on pages 12 and 13 of the REMARKS that "Noble does not 
teach or suggest that each of the eyeglasses can be activated to partly block Light". 
These arguments are not persuasive because Noble clearly teaches that eyeglasses 
have correspondingly alternating on/off left and right lenses. The lenses each contain 
liquid crystal material which varies from a nearly totally obscured state by scattering to 
nearly 100% transmission (see the ABSTRACT lines 1-8, col. 3 lines 31-38); these 
portions clearly suggest that each of the eyeglasses can be activated to partly block 
light as claimed, and as pointed out in the rejection; and, contrary to the Applicant's 
arguments on page 13 of the REMARKS, the activation is clearly synchronized with 
movement of objects of the two-dimension moving picture frames, as claimed (see col. 
5 lines 8-20, col. 6 lines 19-25, col. 3 lines 31-34, as pointed out in the rejection). 
Therefore, Applicant's arguments are not persuasive, the rejection is maintained before 
the Office. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-9 are allowed.
